‘washington, D. C., March 18.—[Specia!.]— 
During the intervals between executive ses- 
sions many senators have been busying 
themselves talking about candidates in the 
next presidential election. The nomination 
of Theodore Roosevelt for the first place on 
the republican ticket is conceded even by 
men who are not personally any too fond of 


‘the president, They say his personal popu- 


larity is so great as to prevent the nomina- 
tion of any one else, because the president 
could be turned down only after a hard fight, 
if at all, and the party would go before the 
people handicapped at the’ outset by the 
declaration that the present republican ad- 
ministration had been unsuccessful. . 

The shrewdest political leaders in the sen- 
ate declare that the nomination of Roose- 
ivelt is a necessity, and that if any other man 
ts selected by the republican convention he 
will certainly be defeated at the polls. For 
this: reason all the talk about the ticket in 
1904 is concerned with the question of second 
place. Geographical considerations have al- 
ways had weight in this regard, and it is 
therefore assumed that the vice presidential 
candidate on the republican ticket will come 
from west of the Alleghany mountains. If 
there ever was any chance of securing a state 
in the solid south that possibility has been 
dissipated by the president's action on the 
negro question, ‘so that the wsual pressure 
of vice presidential candidates from states 
like Maryland, West Virginia, Kentucky, 
and Tennessee is not expected to materialize 
next year. 

In the opinion of most of the political 
prophets, therefore, the vice presidential 
candidate on the republican ticket will in 
all probability be selected from Ohio, In- 
diana, Michigan, Hlinois, Wisconsin, Minne- 


_s0ta, Iowa, Nebraska, or Kansas. Sugges- 


tions as to the Paeific coast have never been 


a national rep itation. 

There are two other governors in the vicin- 
ity of Chicago—Yates of Illinois and La Fol- 
lette of Wisconsifi—who are frequently men- 
tioned, but seldom with approval of practicai 
politicians. Each one in his own state rep- 
resents a mere faction and nothing more, 
and it is said by those in a position to know 
that the nomination of ejther of these chief 
executives would almost certainly mean the 
loss of his own as 


Senator Beveridge 6 Indiana has made a 
good many new friends this winter, and many 
of them, are pressing him for the vice presi- 
dency. Those who assume to be closer still 
to. the Indiana senator assert that his time 
has not yet come, and that it would be wiser 
for him to keep in the background and then 
become the western candidate for the presi- 
dency in 1908. Thus it happens that while 
Senator Beveridge’s new friends are forever 
suggesting him for the vice presidency next 
year, his older associates declare he would 
not accept the nomination under any-cir- 


cumstances.

From this cusbuaey of the situation it will 
be seen that the suggestions made as to 
Roosevelt's running mate are not particu- 
larly enticing from a political standpoint. 
It is assumed that the democrats will nomi- 
nate some eastern man like Parker or Hill 
in New York, Olney ins Massachusetts, or 
Gorman in Maryland, for a place on the 
presidential ticket. That party will then 
also be looking over the west, and this has 
called attention to the fact that three demo- 
eratic candidates for mayor—Ingalis in Cin- 
cinnati, Tom Johnson in Cleveland, and 
Golden Rule Jones in Toledo—naturally con- 
centrate attention on the state of Ohio. For 
the same reason quite a number of far see- 
ing republicans are looking in that direction. 

They see in William H. Taft of Ohio, the 
present governor of the Philippines, an ideal 
man for vice president. He is expected back 
in this country during the coming summer, 
and if he shoyld happen to take Mr. Root's 
place as secretary of war and later on be a 
vice presidential candidate with Roosevelt 
the outcome would not be surprising to some 
of the oldest heads in the republican party. 
They look upon Ohio as more or less of a 
doubtful state, especially if a man like M. 
E: Ingalis should be nominated for the sec- 
ond place on the democratic ticket. Taft, it 
is said, could carry the state beyond any 
doubt, leaving the president to conduct his 
own fight in New York, where the rea! battle 
of the campaign will certainly be waged. 

The suggestion of Taft's name for the vice 
presidency has been made seriously within 
the last few days, and it has been received 
with such favor as tp lead to the belief that 
it would be generally popular in the: party 
because the governor of the Philippines has 
become a national character and therefore 
would measure up to the full possibility of 
a candidate on the presidential ticket.

It seems quite likély, therefore, that if the 
capital of the state of Illinois be taken’as a 
center and a circle be drawn about it, with 
a radius of about 300 miles, the circumfer- 
ence will include the home of the next vice 
president, becanse according to the views of 
most of the political speculators the head of 
the democratic as well the republican 
ticket is practically certain fo come from the 
east, leaving the second place for the Missis- 
sippi valley. 

In casting up the list of names from that 
section of the country on the republican side 
it is assumed in the first place that age will

Senator Money of Mississippi in a violent 
speech in the senate today denounced Presi- 
dent Roosevelt for his action in appointing 
negroes to office in the south. 

He declared Roogevelt was “ not so much 
an American president as he is the president 
of the black belt.” 

Then Senator Money paused and added: 
ne oian don’t consider him a great American 

dent." | 

are again, the Mississippi senator said: 

“This is a white man’s country and a 


white man’s government. It has been carved 


out of the wilderness and conquered from 
the Indians, not for the Africans, but for the 
white man,” 

Race Problem in the Senate. 

The occasion for Senator Money’s attack 
on the president and his discussion of the 
race question was the senate debate on the 
action of the administration in closing the 
postoffice at Indianola because of the white 
hostility to the negroes who for years had 
held the office, 

It was the inherent and constitutional 
right ofa great community, said Mr. Money, 
to have its mail handled regularly. Let- 
ters, he said, which have been addressed to 
Heathman, to important county officers re-. 
siding at Indianola, have been sent to Green- 
ville, and this, he declared, was an unwar- 
rantable interference with the liberty and | 
rights of the people of Indianola. 

If it was intended to punish ‘the people of 
Indianola, in his opinion the punishment had 
gone far enough. The department had 
shown to the world.its authority and nobody 
had disputed it. He declared that the post- 

master general should do all he could tp heal 
the breach and hot continue stubborn and 
vindictive... — 

“ The department has made the people hate 
the administration,” said he. 

President of the Black Belt. 

Directing his remarks to President Roose- 
velt he said that in the south it was believed 
that Mr. Roosevelt, when he succeeded Mr. 
McKinley, would make an American instead 
of a sectional president, but a change nag 
come over this dream. 

“He is not so much an American ssa 
dent,” said Mr. Money, “ as he is the presi- 
dent of the black belt,” and he added with 
some feeling, ‘‘we don't consider him a 
great American president. 

He declared that of all the appointments 
made in Mississippi none have given such 
genera! disgust as those made by this admin- 
istration, and he said the president had 


raised the question of social equality of the * 
negro, but there could never possibly be any } 


social equality between the two races. 
* There is ai race prejudice in the south,”’ 
he said, “and I thank God that there ts.’”’ 


‘Negroes in Office 
prejidice against he as-

vérsal, world wide sentiment. Answering 
Mr. Foraker, he said that these recent ap- 
pointments have revived the race question, 
and while the people of the south had hereto- 
fore tolerated negro officeholders, they did 
not want any more of them. 

Mr. Foraker asked Mr. Money if his objec- 
tion to colored people holding office extended 
to all offices of all kinds, and also whether it 
would include the enlistment of colored men 
in the army to defend the flag and the consti- 
tution. The reply was that he had no par- 
ticular objection to colored men serving in 
the army, but declared that it would be better 
if no colored pan held any official position 
whatever. 

‘\Would you decitizenize the negro as to 
voting?” asked Mr. Forager, “and, if so, 
should that be taken into account in fixing 
the representation in congress?” 


“That is another question,” said Mr. 
Money. 
Dangerous to the Government. 


The participation of the negro in the af- 
fairs of government, he thought, was dan- 
gerous. 

“Is the demand of the South,” inquired 
Mr. Spooner, “that the president of thé 
United States shall in no case appoint a col- 
ored man to féderal office in the south?” 

Mr. Money replied that there was no de- 
mand made and no authority for it, but it 
was the feeling in the south that no colored 
man, no matter what his qualification may 
bé, shall hold féderal office. The whole 
truth of history, he declared, shows the 
utter incompetence of the colored race for 
self-government, | 

Mr. Foraker commented upon Mr. Money's 
statements as being most remarkable be- 
eause of their far reaching consequences. 

In the matter of these appointments, Mr. 

oney said, the president should consider 

ohditions in the bouth. Appointing negroes 
to office in the south was most obnoxious 
and repugnant to that section. It was im- 
possible, he declared, for anyone raised north 
of Mason and Dixon's Ifne to know anything 
about the negro. He concluded by saying 
that there had been no intention of creating 
any disturbance whatever In Indianola, but 
the idea of holding a public meeting was that 
it would apprise the postmistress of the 
wishes of the citizens and that it might lead 
to her resignation. 

Attack on Cuban Treaty. 

When the Cuban treaty was laid before the 
senate Mr. MefBinery took the floor and made 
a speech of something more than two hours’ 
length in opposition to it. He contended that 
the treaty is in the interest of the sugar 
trust, and said eke its ratification would be

PRESIDENT CANCELS APPOINT. 
MENT MADE FOR PLATT. 


Name of ieee Plimley as Assist- 
ant Treasurer Withdrawn After It 
Is Confirmed by. Senate, and Hamil- 
ton Fish Chosen—Roosevelt Not 
Satisfied with Report of Appointee’s 
Conduct While in Pestal Service— 
New York Senator Fights Hard. 


Washington, D. C., March 18.—[Spectal. }— 
President Roosevelt today withdrew from the 
senate the nomination of William PAmley, to 
be assistant treasurer of the United States 
at New York, after it had been confirmed, but 
before Plimley had received his commission 
and nominated in his stead Hamilton Fish, 
who was promptly confirmed. 

The president did not take this pxtracr- 
dinary action until after Senator Platt of 
New York, who was responsible for Plim- 
ley’s appointment, had declined in a most 
flat footed manner to consent to the with- 
drawal of the name of Plimley, who upon 


unqualified to fill the position. 


Choice Strongly Opposed. 

Plimley was indorsed by Senator Platt and 
@ number of banks in New York, an@as soon 
as the nomination was sent to the senate 
the president received hundreds of protests 
against the appointment from reputable bus- 
iness and financial men in New York. Charges 
of such a character were made against Plim- 
ley that Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Armstrong went to New York to investigate 
them. He was promptly convinced that 
Plimley should not fill such a responsible 
position. He learned that when Plimley was 
employed in the money order bureau of the 
New York pestoffice he borrowed money from 
a number of banks in which were placed 
postal deposits, the loan amounting in one 
instance to $150,000. It was inferred that in 
consideration of the loans Plimley had de- 
posited government money in the Danks, 
which had accommodated him. 

It was also found by Assistant Secretary 
Armstrong that Plimley made it a practice 
to borrow money from his subordinates in the 
postoffice. He was also charged with other 
practices which seemed to unfit him to oc- 
cupy such a responsible position as assistant 
treasurer. After making his investigations, 
Assistant Secretary Armstrong called upon 
‘the president and gave him the facts. Latér 
he appeared before the senate finance com- 
mittee, to which the nomination was referred, 
and told his story to its members. | 


Determines to Withdraw Name. 

President Roosevelt determined instantly 
that Plimiey should not be permitted totake 
the oath of office and sent for Senator Platt, 
who was requested to @nsent to the with- 
@rawal of the nomination. Senator Platt 
declined, and after the president saw that 
argument would not avail he promptly told 
the New York boss that he proposed to with- 
draw Plimley’s nomination. The meeting 
between the president and Senator Platt was 
an extremely lively one, but after the New 
York senator learned that the president had 
finally determined to withdraw the norhina- 


. tion the “ easy boss ” asked President Roose- 


velt to appoint Hamilton Fish. 

The president promptly agreed tothis. The 
padlinetien \was sent to the senate at once 
“Pand was coffifmed within a few hours. 

Mr. Fish is a son of Hamilton Fish, for- 
merly governor of New York, secretary of 
state, and minister to Spain. -Plimley wrote 
a letter to the president asking him to accept 
it as a withdrawal, but before the letter 
was written to Mr. Roosevelt Plimley’s nom- 
inagion had already been withdrawn. 


STEAMER. ALICE STAFFORD 
IMPRISONED IN ICE FLOE. 


With Twenty Passengers on Board Is 
Being Driven Toward the Beach Near 
Muskegon, Mich.—Aid Sent to It. 


Muskegon, Mich., March 18.—[Spécial.]— 
The Barry line steamer Alice Stafford, which 
left here for Chicago last night with twenty 
passengers on board, is fast in a huge floe of 
slush ice about four miles out and one mile 
north of this port. The strong southwest 
wind is rapidly driving the floe on the beach, 
carrying the steamer with it, and assistance 
has been asked from Grand Haven and Mil- 
waukee, no tugs being available here. 

The situation of the steamer and passen- 
gers is serious, as the ice is eighteen feet 
thick, and should the wind increase: would be 
likely to cause bad leaks. The Stafford is of 
wooden construction and not new. 

The Stafford left here at So’clock last night, 
and when seven miles out struck the ice floe, 
which is two miles square. The steamer be- 
came wedged fast near the center of the field. 
‘this morning Second Mate Joseph Oliver, 
Wheelsman James Hawkins, a painter named 
Clark, and a deckhand volunteered to make 
an attempt to reach shore in a boat for help. 
‘hey arrived after two hours’ work and re- 
ported the Stafford tightly wedged’ with sev- 
eral feet of ice beneath the keel. 

Tonight the wind is increasing and the floe 
is nearing the beach rapidly. If assistance 
does not arrive soon the ice will reach the 
shore about midnight near Whitehall.

Many Amendments Tacked On 
to the Bill Prepared 
Under Direction 


BLOW TO CHARTER HOPES 


Senate Kills Original Greater 
Chicago Plan and Passes the ° 
Committee Substitate |

Springfield, March 18.—{Special. }—Tha 
house today put the finishing touches on the 
civil service law, paving the way for a final 
vote tomorrow. 

The senate killed the Greater Chicago prop- 
osition as advocated by the citizens of the 
metropolis and In its stead passed, by a vote 
of 39 to 1, a substitute brought from the judi- 
clary committee by Senator Humphrey. 

The Humphrey substitute prevents the di- 
vision of the county. It prohibits the con- 
solidation of the city and county govern- 
ments. It continues the present expensive 
system of dual government. 

Senator Campbell tried to save the real 
Greater Chicago proposition by effering the 
original resolution on the subject. It was 
promptly tabled on motion of Senator 
Humphrey. Senator Parker tried to vate 
but was stopped by Humphrey's point of 
order. 

Senator Parker made a final effort to save 
the original resolution. He declared the men 
back of the Humphrey resolution represent- 
ed a small minority of Cook county citizens 
who were standing in the way of a movement 
to give Chicago the position it ought to have, 
He declared that never in the history of Chi- 
cago were its citizens so unanimous as they 
are now in favor of the charter reform which 
the Humphrey resolution proposed to throt-- 
tle. 

All efforts to save the Greater Chicago res~ 
olution were futile. Humphrey had the séen- 
ate with him and his scheme was adopted 
with only one vote against it—and that @° 
democratic vote outside of Cook county. 


House Debates Merit Law. 

The house gave up the entire day to the 
debate on the civil service bill. It will be 
on its final passage tomorrow, and from toe 
night's indications, it will pass. 

Only one amendment which in the judg<- 
ment of the friends of the civil service bilg 
is obnoxious was agreed to today. That was’ 
one Offered by Lyon of Lake county. It pro-’ 
vides in substance that the law shall not. be- 
come operative until after its subinisaion tom,

- List of Amendments Adopted. 

The amendments agreed upon today “a be 
summarized as follows: 

By Shurtleff—That persons now in the state: 
service In positions subject to examination 
shall bé required within six months to take 
a non-competitive examination to determine 
their fitness for the positions they occupy. 

By Sherman—That the act shall be liberally 
construed so as to carry out its true intent. 

By Lyon—That the new law shall not be-, 
come operative until after its submission to 
a vote of the people at the next general 
election. 

By Trautmann—That the first board of 
civil service commissioners, like subsequent 
ones, shall be subject to confirmation by the 
senate at the session of the general assembly 
following the appointment. 

By Bundy—That no employé who has occu- 
pied the same position for ten years may be 
dismissed without cause. 

By Rinaker—That the rules of the commis- 
sion shal! provide against discharges for 
political, partisan, or factional cause. 


These Were Rejected. 

The following proposed amendments were 
rejected: 

By Trautmann—Making the elective state 
officers ex officio the civil service commis-: 
sioners. 

By Burton—Providing for the election of 
the commissioners by the people. 

By Tippit—Providing for the election of 
the commissioners, one from each of the three 
grand divisions of the state,

By Schlagenhauf—Providing that the 
missioners shall serve without pay.

Opening of the Debate. 

The debate opened upon the presentation 
of Shurtleff's amendment requiring all per- 
sons now holding positions to undergo @ 
noncompetitive examination within six 
months, touching their fitness to hold their 
respective offices. Mr. Shurtleff, explaining 
his amendmént, said: 

“This amendment simply provides that 
persons now hoiding positions shall not be 
legislated into those positions without some 
kind of an examination to show that they 
merit them. The amendment ' provides 
further that the persons who are now filling 
positions and who pass the examinations 
sha:l be entitled to remain and hold their 
positions, and that there may be no disar- 
rangement in any institution by reason of 
this examination the amendment provides 
that not over 20 per cent of the employés 
of any institution shaii be dropped during 
any one.six months. It is my judgment that 
if this bill is passed the amendment now 
offered is an absolute necessity in order 
to make the service meritorious.”’ 


Mr. Owen, chairman of the civil service’ 
committee, spoke at length against the 
amendment. He declared the purpose of 


the amendment to be to kill the measufe. 
He said that the bill was not Intended to. 
apply to present employés, but merely to 
future applicants. 

Mr. Darrow said t!*at he could see'no rea- 
son why those now in office should not be 
subjected to some sort of test or examina- 
tion. 

The roll call was then called on the adop- 
tion of the Shurtleff amendment and it was 
adopted, yeas 83, nays 40. 

Mr. Trautmann offered an amendment pro- 
viding that the civil service commission, im- 
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stead of being appointed by the governor, 
shall consist of the officers of the executive 
department—to wit: the governor, the lieu- 
_ tepant governor, secretary of state, auditor 
of public accounts, treasurer, superintendent 
of public instruction, and attorney general. 

Speaking on his amendment, Mr. Traut- 
Mann said that it was offered in all sincerity 
and that he could not understand how any 
friend of civil service could vote against it. 
“It gives the people of Lillinois,’’ said he, 
“the opportunity to vote on the civil service 
commissioners.’’ 

Mr. Burton offered a substitute for the 
Rinaker amendment providing for the elec- 
tion of the civil service commissioners by the 
people on the minority representation plan. 

“I believe,”’ said he, “there is more in- 
‘sincerity on this measure than on all the 
imeasures combined before this assembly. 
I think when you consider its source there is 
‘great reason to doubt the sanction and sin- 
leerity of this measure.

Mr. Knolla introduced in the house this 
morning a bill to provide for the submission 
to a vote of the electors of a city all ordi-: 
nances granting rights to operate or lease 
street railways for a period longer than five 
years. The bill was prepared by the city 
authorities of Chicago and is what is known 
as the Harrison bill, as it has the indorsement 
of Mayor Harrison of Chicago. 

The bill provides that whenever a city coun- | t 
cil passes an ordinance granting the right to 
operate a*street railway for a longer period . 
than five years, or @asing for a longer period 
any street railway belonging to the city, the 
ordinance shall not go into effect until after 
sixty days from the date it is signed by the 
Mayor or passed over his veto. 

If within the sixty days 10 per cent of the 
voters of the city so petitioned, the County 
co shall order the question of approving 
theiordinance submitted to a vote of the peo- 
ple. 

The second section of the bill provides that 
the corporate authorities may submit to 
popular vote any proposition relating to street 
railways, or they may provide that any ordi- 
nance passed relating to street railways shall 
go into effect only when submitted to popular 
vote and approved by a majority of the voters

WISCONSIN STATE SENATE OP- 
POSED TO RACE CONFERENCE. : 


Convention on Subject Saves His 
Proposal by Sending It to Commit- } 
tee—Is Not Debated, but William H. 
Hatten, Who Suggests It, Explains 
Purpose He Had in View When He 
Introduced Original Motion. 


Madison, Wis., March 18.—[Spectal.}]—The 
Wisconsin senate is opposed to the negro 
problem conference pro by Senator 
Wiliam H. Hatten. The senator debated 
his measure today and only saved it fram 
being killed by referring it to the committee 
on education. 

Hatten spoke briefly in favor éf his con- 
ference, but did not press the measure for 
in:mediate passage. There was no speaking 
on the resolution other than the remarks 
of Senator Hatten. He said that no well 
informed person denied that there wus a 
serious problem confronting the American 
people and government which was ordinarily 
known as the “racé problem,’ which had 
grown out of the presence of the large negru 
population in the southern states since the 
emancipation of the slaves and the aets of 
reconstruction following the civil war. 


Problems Must Be Solved. 


He said of'all the important problems the 
United States must meet and solve the prob- 
lem of the faces was the greatest, that the 
people of the northern states have no ade- 
quate idea. of the nature or of the magni- 
tude of the problem, that they have no 
realization of the burden that is upon the 
south by reason of the negro population. 
The north, he said, ought to do its part in 
the solution of the problem. 

Senator Hatten said that the purpose of 
the proposed conference was to get together 
a large number of the leading economists 
and students of social science in the coun- 
try to discuss the problem in all its various 
phases in a purely educational and non- 
politicg] way. He asserted the conference 
he praposed would net be composéd of poli- 
ticians or sentimentalists, but of such men f 
as have the best interests of the whole couri- 
try at heart, and the meeting would be a |. 
consensus of the best opinion of all parts 
of the country. 


Suggests Topics of Discussion. ~ 


He mentioned a number of things the con- 
ference might discuss. One topic, he said, 
might be the question of whether or not the 
sums of money now being spent and here- 
tofore spent in the attempts at educating the 
negro were not wasted, or spent in a manner 
less productive of good than some other man- 
ner that might be suggested by the confer- 
ence. 

The conference might determine to reco 
mend that the negroes be edugated in manual 
training schools, in agricultural and indus- 
trial schools, rather than in the ordinary 
school branches, in literature ‘and science.

REICHSTAG PROVIDES FOR GER- 
MAN EXHIBIT AT ST. LOUIS, 


Equal Amount Promised at the Next 
Session, Making the Total Appro- 
priation. Three-quarters of a Mil- 
Jion Dollars—Some Dissatisfaction 
Expressed Over the Lack of Protec- 
tion Afforded by the Copyright 
Laws of the United States.

BERLIN, March 18.—The reichstag today 
voted $375,000 to defray the cost of Germany's 
official exhibit at the St. Louis exposition 
,in 1904. A further sum of $375,000, the min- 
isters promise, will be voted at the next ses+ 
sion of the reichstag, making $750,000 in all. 

Today’s appropriation is in addition to the 
$25,000 voted on Monday by the Prussian 
diet. Other German kingdoms, it is believed, 
will make appropriations.

- Chicago Exposition Recalled. 


“No embarrassment grew out of the Chi- 
cago exposition for our art industry. If 
people in America want to make imitations 
in the morally reprehensible manner they 
can do so without the exposition. Imitations 
can occur in spite of treaty prohibitions. 
That must be taken into the bargain. I am, 
however, willing to make the matter the 
subject of correspondence with America, but 
I cannot promise the latter will change its 
legislation for the purposes of the exposi- 
tion.

SHAMROCK III.’$ PLANS CORRECT 


When Launching Pontoons Are Re- 
moved the Water Reaches the Draft 
Marks—Seil Plan Is Lofty. 


GLASGOW, March 18.—The pontoons on 
which Shamrock III. was launched yester- 
day were removed thisafternoon. The yacht 
afloat confirms the previous good opinions. 
The doubts as to whether it would turn on 
the excessively short keel were partially al- 
layed in moving it about. The draft calcu- 
lations were correct at both bow and stern, 
according to the painted water line. While 
in motion it was remarked that the chal- 
lenger moved and easily.

FRANCE REFUSES TO ADMIT 
ORDERS OF TEACHERS. 


Premier Combes in Speech Shows Bit- 
terness Over His Early Schooling end 
Makes Affair a Goverrment Issue. 


PARIS, March 18.—The chamber today de- 
voted its entire sitting to finishing the de- 
bate on refusing authorization to male reli- 
gious congregations under the law of associa-~- 
tions. The housé finally adopted the report 
of the commission against the authorization 
by a small majority. 

The announcement that Premier Combes 
would speak caused every seat on the floor 
and in the galleries to be occupied. The 
premier argued that the suppression of the 
congregations was not a suppression of the 
liberty of teaching. The state had the right 
to regulate public instruction and raise the 
question whether concessions.should be made 
to the religious congregations, whose teach- 
ing during the last fifty years could be judged 
by its results. 

The premier then said that he had allowed 
the fable that he had been himself a mem- 
ber of a congregation to pass unchallenged, 
but it was now time to state the facts. He 
was the son, he explained, of poor parents, 


| and it was necessary that he should go where 


education was least costly. He attended a 
small seminary intended for poor children, 
and he had learned there that there was an 
abyss between the bourgeois class educated 
by the congregations and the laboring class. 

Instead of love, fraternity, and unity 
among the people, the teaching by the con- 
‘gregations brought forth hatreds and alien- 
ated the people from the republic, It was 
time to take measures to end this propa- 
ganda. The congregations were doing all in 
their power to destroy the republican doc- 
trine, and to show any weakness towards 
them would be unpardonable. 

After a brief reply by M. Ribot, the cham- 
ber voted the adoption of the commission's 
report by 300 votes to 257. This vote im- 
plied that the chamber refused to discuss 
the articles of the report, but adopted the 
conclusion of the report in favor of rejecting 
applications for authorization by all teach- 
ing congregations. The chamber voted that 
Premier Combes’ speech should be printed 
and posted throughout France and ad- 


journed.

He was elected to parliament in 1872, 
and appointed judge of the Supreme court of 
Quebec and professor of civil law in Lavel in 
1878. He was commissioner to revise the 
civil code of Quebec in 1887, and lieutenant 
governor in 1898. He was knighted by the 
duke of York in 1901. 

Justice *Armour is the son of an Anglican 
clergyman andia gold medalist of Toronto 
university. He entered the law in 1853, and 
was appointed judge in the court of the 
queen’s bench in Ontario in 1877 and judge 
of the Supreme court of Canada this year. 
He has several times declined knighthood. 
His selection has been generally anticipated.

TRUSTEES TO BUILD DESKS 


WILL ORDER 15,000 OF THEM IN 
“KNOCKDOWN” SHAPE. 


After Many Weeks’ Consideration and 
Much Bitter Wrangling the Board 
of Edacation Decides to Let Con- 
tract on Plan Proposed by Archi- 
tect Mundie—Furniture to Be Put 
Together and Varnished in th 
School Workshop, - 


The board of education has at last deter- 
mined to embark in the desk varnishing 
business in competition with the so-called 
school furniture trust. This decision was 
reached. at the meeting of the school board 
last night when the report of the buildings 
and grounds committee was adopted after 
another wrangle. ‘ 

By this action the board awards the year’s 
contract for desks to the American Sehool 
Furniture company, the school desks to be 
purchased in “ knockdown” shape and put 
together, installed, and varnished by the 
board’s workmen. This work Architect 
Mundie claims he can do at a cost of 21 cents 
a desk, whereas the bid of the company for 
the same work was 30 cents a desk. 

This report, which was first submitted six 
weeks ago, was opposed by Trustees Galla- 
gher, Keating, Thorp, and Thompson to the 
last on the ground that the school board 
could ill afford to go into the furniture busi- 
ness, that the desks could not be completed 
at 21 cents each, and that the award should 
originally have been made to a Chicago con- 
cern. 

Fifteen thousand desks will be purchased 
within the next few weeks at a cost approxi- 
mating $40,000, The bids of the American 
School Furhiture company range from $2 
to $1.80 a desk on the stationary typc, and 
from $2.85 to $2.65 on the adjustible pattern. 


Salary Increase Again Defeated. 


The question of raising the salaries of 
Mrs: Emma S8.. Haskell of the Crippled Chil- 
dren's school and Mrs. Florence Prouty of 
the Fallon school was brought into the 
meeting, again, and caused the usual indul- 
gence in personalities.

COME FROM FATHER’S GRAVE; _ 
FIND THEY HAVE NO HOME. 


Six Young Orphans Said to Have Been 
Evicted on the Day of Their Parent’s 
Funeral—Police to Investigate. 


Six orphan children are said to have re- 
turned to their cheerless home in Burnside 
yesterday afternoon, only to find that a 
shelter had been denied them. The door of 
the house was locked, it is said, and the 
furniture was standing in the stréet. 

The misery of the children came. to the 
attention of the police last night when Rob- 
ert Carfolyn, 10 years old, was found wander- 
ing -in South Chicago. A patrolman’s at- 
tention was’ attracted by the boy’s sobs and 
he took him to the: polite station, where he 
was questionéd by Capt. Melaniphy. 

** Where do you live, my boy?’ the cap- 
tain asked. 

**I don’t live anywhere, now that papa’s. 
déead,"’ faltered the child. 

** But where ig your mother?” 

*“*Mamma’s dead, too,” was the answer. 
“There's only sfx of us left—me and my two 
brothers and three sisters. They don't live 
‘anywhere either since papa died.”’ 

The boy’s mother, according to the story 
he told, died four years ago, leaving the six 
children, the oldest of which even now is 
only 13 years of age. The father, a car in- 
spector for the Nickel Plate railway, strug- 
gled on as best he could, working by day 
and devoting himself to the children at night. 

Three weeks ago the father was taken ill, 
and three days ago he died. Neighbors made 
arrangements for the funeral and yesterday 
the children followed the body to Oakwoods, 
where interment took place. Then came the 
return to the closed house. 

According to the story told to the police, 
the rent was in arrears and the landlord had 
chosen the earliest possible moment to dump 
the family’s belongings in the street. This 
phase of the story will be investigated today. 

Last night the waif slept at the police sta- 
tion, and today the police will make an effort 
to find a home for him, as well as for his 
sisters and brothers. The otherchildren, the 
child explained, were cared for by neighbors 
last night.

Philedelphia Citizens Form New “Re- 
form” Body and Proceed Against 
Newspapers and News Agencies. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 18.—[Special.]—

law of 1794 and to finally compel its repeal,

Seek to Make Law Obnoxious. 
According to these interests the blue law 
of 1794 has been vigorously enforced by the 
Philadelphia Sabbath association against 
small dealers and they have been repeatedly 
fined for violations of it. The public prose- 
cutors came to the conclusion that the law 
should not discriminate against the small 
dealers, while work was being done on Sun- 
day by larger and more influential enter- 
prises. They also thought that the best 
way to secure the death of the obnoxious 
law is to have it strictly enforced against 
all classes alike. 


Gether Much “Evidence.’’ 


The present prosecutions followed. Evi- 
dence of ‘‘ worldly employment ”’ by the men 
on the newspapers mentioned and the ice 
cream and news companies was obtained 
last Sunday and warrants were issued yes- 
terday because the law requires prosecu- 
tions to begin within seventy-two hours of 
the offense. The warrants were sworn to 
by C. J. Field of 1813 Filbert street, although 
the real prosecutor is said to be a new busi- 
ness men’s organization called the Sabbath 
Observance association. 
At the newspaper offices the prosecutors 
claim that paper were purchased over the. 
counters on Sunday and an advertisement 
was inserted in one of the publications. 
Various publications were purchased at the 
Union News company’s booths in the differ- 
ent railroad stations, and one of the ice cream 
company’s wagons was followed over its en- 
tire route. After the orders of ice cream 
were delivered the names of the purchasers 
were obtained. 

Close the City Fight. 
These offenders were not deliberately se- 
lected, the prosecutors claim, but were noted 
as met. They are but the first of a large 
number of important establishments to be 
called te account, and efforts will be made 
to enforce the law so thoroughly that the en- 
tire city will be closed and at rest each Sun- 
day. 
By these and similar prosecutions it ‘is 
hoped to obtain a legal decision which will 
ultimately lead to an end of existing condi- 
tions.

NEW SCHEME FOR VENEZUELA. 


Bankers Propose a Loan to Enable Cas- 
tro to Pey All Claims and Take Lien 


on Customs. 

Washington, D. C., March 18.—! Special. ]— 
Efforts are being made to effect a new set- 
tlement of Venezuela's difficulties with the 
European nations through direct negotia- 
tions with President Castro. The chief ob- 
ject appears to be the floating of a loan to 
enable Castro to make cash payments to 
his national creditors tnstead of liquidating 
on the installment plan as arranged by Her- 
bert W. Bowen. | 

Dr. Salomonsoha, the representative of 
the Berlin Bank of Discoynt, Venezuela's 
heaviest creditor, whose claim was mainly 
responsible for the adoption of coercive 
measures by Germany, reached here yes- 
terday. I. M. Seligman of New York is here 
also. It is understood that he and Dr. 
Salomonsoha have made arrangements to 
see President Roosevelt for the purpose of 
securing his views on a proposal that Mr. 
Seligman’s bank furnish Venezuela with 
sufficient money to pay all her creditors. 

It is said the Seligmans are willing to 
furnish Venezuela with money, accepting a 
lien on the customs receipts of the country 
to insure its payment. Should this plan be 
carried out there would be no necessity for 
an adjudication by The Hague tribunal of 
the questions involved in the contention 
raised by England, Germany, and Italy that 
they were entitled to payment by Venezuela 
before claims of so-called peace nations are

TYNER WAS ASKED TO RESIGN 
BY PRESIDENT GRANT IN 1876. 


Was Then Assistant. Postmaster Gen- 
erel, but Demand Was Part of Joke 
Which Raised Him to Higher Post. 


Washington, D. C., March 18.—[Special.]— 
The reported request for the resignation of 
Gen, Tyner recalls a like request made of 
him by President Grant, but which was a 
grim joke of the president. Gen. ner was 
first assistant postmaster general in 1876, 
when Marshall Jewell, the Connecticut tan- 
mer, was postmaster general. Jewell had 
been allied with the Bristow reform element, 
which tried to nominate the latter for presi- 
dent, chiefly because he was supposed to 
have prosecuted the whisky ring conspira- 
tors, despite obstacles piled up by President 
Grant's personal friends and against the 
president’s wishes, 

Only those who knew Grant best understood 
his patienee with Secretary of the Treasury 
Bristow and Postmaster General Jewell, who, 
while sitting in his cabinet, were being glori- 
fied as possessing a higher degree of honesty 
than their president. After the election in 
1876, President Grant sent for Jewell. A 
few hours later the latter told in a congres- 
sional committee room what occurred when 
1e went to the White house. As he entered 
the president’s room, the president said to 
him: ‘* Please sit down at the desk and write 
your resignation.”’ Jewell did so, asking no 
questions. As he handed it to the president 
the latter said: ‘‘ Thank you,’’ and bowed 
an unmistakable dismissal from the room. 

A half hour later Gen. Tyner arrived in the 
same room. To hima like request was made. 
Gen. Grant offered no word of explanation to 
the dumfounded first assistant postmaster 
general. As the resignation was handed to 
the president, the latter looked at Tyner with 
a smile, and merely remarked that he want- 
ed to send his name to the senate as postmas- 
ter general. 

Gen. Grant enjoyed Tyner’s confusion 
throughout the incident and also enjoyed 
telling of it to a few friends that evening. 
Gen. Tyner served, therefore. as a member 
of the cabinet until the following March, 
when President Hayes came into office. 


PRESIDENT HEARS COAL REPORT 


Findings of Strike Commission Submit- 
ted to Him end May Be Given to 
Public on Saturday. 


—— 

Washington, D. C., March 18.—[Special.]— 
Judge Gray, chairman, and Carroll D. Wright, 
recorder of the anthracite strike commission, 
called on the president today and presented 
to him the report of the commission. It is 
a voluminous document. covering fully all 
phases of the controversy between the opera- 
tors'and the miners. Both sides have prom- 
ised to abide by the decision of the tribunal 
created by President Roosevelt. 

At the conclusion of the interview with 
the president. Col. Wright announced that 
the report would be made public at his office 
Saturday morning. About the same time it 
will be placed in the hands of the representa- 
tives of the operators and miners, the par- 
ties directly in interest.

DHADOW ON A ONAGAY SUBURB 


SUNSHINE ADDS TO IN 
QUARANTINED LAKE FOREST. 


Residents Begin to Show Anxiety Over 
the Coming of the Summer Colony— 
Fear of Fever Epidemic May Send 
Many People to Some Other Resort— 
Complaint Is Made That the Situa- 
tien Has Been Exaggerated—Visit- 
ing Limited to the Telephone. ; 


' The searlet fever quarantine in Lake For- 
est was all the more rigidly enforced yester- 
day because of the warm weather. If any 
one attenipted to pass beyond his own 
grounds he was confronted with the police- 
man, who carries pistols and revolvers for 
the dogs and cats that may cocepe to the 
streets. 

“*I am so lonesome,” sighed a young ma- 
fon. “I really cannot stand this much 
longer. Look at the glorious sunshine, and 
I cannot go so far as the sidewalk.’ 

One Lake Forest man, bored with ennui, 
and braver than the rest, invited some of his 
men friends to play cards one evening. The 
party was broken up by the police while on 
the way to the house. 

Gayety usually reigns in Lake Forest the 
year around, and to visit only with the tele- 
phone is the greatest hardship its citizens 
have ever known. 


Uneasy for Summer Colony. 

But the backbone of the epidemic is re- 
ported broken. There were two new cases 
fhis week, both light. Indeed, it is claimed 
by some of the residents, who are indignant 
at what they assert were exaggerated re- 
ports, that the epidemic cases have been so 
light that it may not have been scarlet fever 
at all, but some aggravated form of the grip, 
and back up their statements by quoting phy- 
sicians. 

The winter resident at Lake Forest is long- 
ing for the coming of his neighbors from 
town. The summer colony has always been 
the first to leave town, going out almost as 
soon as the first robin arrived. Such a day 
as yesterday ordinarily would take out a 
trainful of people to make preparations to 
open their summer homes. Yesterday no 
one went out, and the town people are not 
sure when they will go, and some who had 
planned to go to Lake Forest may go else- 
where for the summer. 

This fear the quarantine Lake Foresters 
declare to be wholly ungrounded. Dr. Frank 
Billings {Is quoted as saying that with the 
coming of sunshine and fine weather the 
danger will be past, and it would be foolish 
for the town colony to uink of deserting 
Lake Forest. 

Le ment by Mrs. Durand. 

“It is too bad,"’ declared Mrs. Scott Du- 
rand yesterday, ‘‘ that such exaggerated re- 
ports got spread about concerning the vio- 
lence of the epidemic, because it naturally 
made the Chicago-Lake Forest colony nerv- 
ous and afraid to come out this spring. The 
cases have been so light that out of fifty 
only one, a child, died, and that, the doctor 
said, was from another cause than the fever 
attack. The doctors all assure us that with 
the coming of fine weather the disease wilil be 
stamped out and there will be no danger 
for the town people to come out as hereto- 
fore.”’ 

And then Mrs. Durand sighed deeply and 
said: 

‘'O, it will be so nice to have this quaran- 
tine raised. I want to see somebody. We 
can go driving, but we are not allowed to 
stop and speak to anyone on the road. Iam 
tired of doing my visiting over the tele- 
phone. 

In the meantime Lake Forest, until the 
quarantine is raised, presents the appear- 
ance of the deserted village, where hereto- 
fore in early springtime it was the most 
active of the north shore suburbs in getting 
ready for its annual invasion from the city. 


YOUNG BOYS ROB AND RUIN 
_ IN A NORTH SIDE FACTORY. 


More than a Score of Youngsters Break 
Into J. E. Rastall’s Plant and Do 
Damage to the Amount of $3,000 


Property to the value of $3,000 was stolen 
or destroyed by a mob of boys, all under the 
age of 16 years, in the factory of J. E. Ras- 
tall, 220 North Franklin street. Nine of the 
boys have been arrested and fifteen others 
who are known to have had a part in the 
wrecking will be brought to trial with them 
on March 27.

There was an improvement of \c in May 
wheat yesterday, while at the close the 
July was only 1-16c better. The general 
tone of the market reflected a disposition 
to buy back the wheat so liberally sold the 
day before. Higher cables and a predicted 
cold wave west and northwest, together with 
the short demand referred to, were mainly 
responsible for the better market conditions. 

Opening prices were unchanged to \c low- 
er, but at no time during the session did 
the May reach a lower point than was quot- 
ed early, and the July reacted only ‘Xe. 
Liverpool cables came in %d to 4d higher, 
and the predictions were for sharply colder 
wédther In Western Kansas, Nebraska, the 
Dakotas, and Minnesota.

Cut Rates at Kansas City. 


Notwithstanding the Elkins law passenger 
rates are reported to be seriously demoral- 
ized at Kansas City. Ticket scalpers there 
are said to be loaded up with straight tickets 
to Chicago, evidently furnished by the rail- 
roads themselves, which they are selling at 
$10.50, or $2 below regular tariff rates. Ef- 
forts are being made to discover the roads 
which are responsible for it, and threats of 
prosecution are being made. 

Complaint Against Gulf Roads. 

The amended interstate com law pro- 
vides that the railroads must publish their 
rates on export as well as on inland busi- 
nese. The lines east from Chicago and Bt. 
Louis have been complying with this pro- 
vision of the’ law for some time, but no at- 
tention is paid to it by the gulf roads. No 
one knows what proportion of the through 
rate to Europe via New Orleans and Gal- 
Veston is received by the roads. In con- 
sequence the railroads are able to make 
whatever rate they please and claim that 
the steamship lines alone are responsible 
for the cut.
